THE PAY OF POLICE AND FIREMEN. 

Those who oppose putting to popular 

vote in this city the question of higher 
salaries for policemen and the mem- 
bers of the Fire Department are ac- 
cused by some of hostility to those 
Public servants. This is by no means 
@ justifiable inference. Nor is there 
implied any reproach to the police 
force and the firemen for seeking by 
this method to get what they believe 
to be their just deserts. They cannot, 
like a labor union, strike to enforce 
their demands, They have secured the 
passage at Albany of bills in their 
favor, only to see the méasures vetoed 
by the city authorities. Their appeals 
to the Board of Estimate have been 
rejected. Can they be blamed for 
grasping at what may seem to them 
the last resort of a referendum? 
/ The blame in reality attaches to the 
City Government. It has evaded its 
duty in this matter. If there was a 
good case for advancing the pay of 
the police and the firemen, it should 
have been sustained by the municipal 
authorities; if not, it should haye been 
rejected .and the reasons publicly 
stated. But to take refuge in the 
decision of the voters at a city election 
is at once a dodging of responsibility, 
the setting of a bad precedent, and a 
possible prejudicing of the rights of 
these employes of the city. 

. Buppose* the vote next * ‘Tuesday 
should be adverse to the proposed in- 
crease of pay—would that be conclu- 
sive against the police and firemen? 
It. ought not to be. The obligation 
resting upon the competent authorities 
to look into the merits of the request 
for higher salaries would remain just 
what it was before the vote. If the 
men can make dut a convincing argu- 
ment to show that théir rat® of com- 
pensation has not et all kept pace 
with the advance in the cost of living, 
they are entitled to a hearing and to 


\action.. The merits of their’ plea ought 


to be kept jealously apart from the 
vicious method adopted to ask the 
people to pass upon it. It is sp impor- 
tant to stop this bad system in its very 
beginnings thet thousands of citizens 
who wish full justice done to the 
Police Department and the firemen 
intend to vote * No” on the question 
when election day comes. This will 
not denote opposition to the higher 
salaries so muchas dislike of the 
shirking of duty by the city authori- 
ties. After the latter have been fre- 
buked for ‘the shift by which they 
sought to escape deciding under their 
own legal authority, it will be in order 
to present the case anew, in the proper 
manner, and strictly on its merits.

RACE AGAIN, CAPTAIN WALTERS. 
Believing that he won the race with 
Columbia on Thursday “fair - and 
square,” and that the International 
Committee gave it to the American 
schooner on the raising of a héir- 
splitting technicality, Captain Anovs 
Watters in high dudgeon sailed the 
Bluenose away to the home port of 
Lunenburg.

It is salutary to have the rules heeded 
by these racing mariners who are s0 
scornful of the art of yachting with 
its sea-lawyer conditions. Rules when 
lived up to make victory all the 
sweeter and mitigate defeat. Besides, 
they quiet controversy, which rankles 
hunéér pilot coats when races are not 
sailed according to expectation. Langs- 
men may see comedy in the mishaps 
of the. Fishermen’s Trophy series, 
as when two schooners thrashed on 
to a finish after a recall by the 
judges,, but Gloucester and Lunenburg 
take their rivalry hard.

THE LOW-WATER MARK. 

The German mark certainly touched 
bottom by the decision of the Swiss 
authorities that it is absolutely good 
for nothing. The Swiss exchanges 
have refused to deal jn it since it sank 
to a hundred billion to the dollar, so 
some Swiss interests concelyed the 
idea that it was now literally true, as 
had so often been said metaphorically, 
that the mark was nothing but waste 
paper. Consequently, they bought up 
@ load of this waste paper—worth, ac- 
cording to the values printed on i, 
some fifteen billion marks—for about 
forty Swiss centimes. 

Yet customs officers, true to the 
letter of the law, stopped it at the 
frontier, and a court duly held that it 
was an inadmissible import, under the 
law forbidding the bringing of foreign 
currencies into the country... People 
who buy marks for money find they 
are only waste paper; people who bly 
them for waste paper | that 
legally they are still money, though 
money that is no good te anybody.

Muat America Wait for Europe to 
Resume Her Former Rate? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It was a privilege to hear the speech 
of Julius H. Barnes, President of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, at the luntheon of the American 
Manufacturers and Exporters’ Associa- 
tion yesterday, on the-occasion of its an- 
nuel eonvention. It was a most lucid, 
fundamental and accurate review of the 
world’s ills, as well as of the causes for 
this country’s prosperity and wealth. 

Mr. Barnes also developed a jusatifiedly 
optimistic view of the more distant fu- 
ture of America’s world trade. The 
soundness and saneness of his prophetic 
vision were marred by only one weak- 
ness. He stated’ that, following all the 
laws of ics, Europe ‘would even- 
tually ove e her difficulties and re- 
establish herself economically, financial- 
ly and morally, and that the European 
natians would once more expoft their 
capital for the development of the -re- 
sources and industries of less advanced 
‘countries, and that the industries of the 
United States would. benefit greatly

Stocks Generally Higher After 
Irregular Movements——Weak- 
ness In European Exchange.

Interest shifted .in very cénsiderable 
degrée from the stock market yesterday 
“to the cotton market, which was some- 
what wildly éxcited by the Governmient’s 
eweeping reduction of its crop forecast, 
and to the foreign exchange market, 
which was much depressed, apparéntly 
because of the hair-splitting with Poin- 
caré over the scope of the expert report 
on Germany's capacity te pay. To thé 
banking community it seémed reason- 
ably probable that the French Foreign 
Office will yiéld in this matter; for the 
Paris Government would in no génsé be 
coerced or committed by a report which 
should place the German capacity below 
the converitional figure. 

To insist on limiting the experts’ work 
inthis way would be to répeat the 
similar mistake which official ‘Paris 
made in asking the hankers' commission, 
last year, not to report what. tetal of 
reparations they considered compatible 
with the granting of a foreign loan to 
Germany. Whether wholly for this 











cause or for others, francs decliged 
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almost to last week’s low fate, and 
sterling, which touched $4.45%, got 
down exactly to the price of a year ago 
—27 cents below the high priée of this 
year. The German mark continued 
rapidly to “discount” annihilation; at 
yesterday’s low price it required nearly 
1% billion marks to buy one cent. 

There were somewhat numerous further 
advances of a point or more on the 
Stock Exchange 4nd the “averages” rose 
to a figure only % point below tHe 
highest of last month.

Best opinion 
in the cotton trade has for some time 
held that the Government had greatly 
overestimated both acreage and prob- 
able yield in its-earlier forecasts. The

The extremely violent advance in cot- 
ton prices which followed publication 
of yesterday’s estimate probaly meant 
that, although the market considered 
the revised figure approximately cor- 
rect, it had not supposed the bureau 
would éut its official forecast down so 
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far. It may how be assumed, however, 
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ince the trade and the 
agtee on the estimate, that a cotton 
crop of ten to ten and a quarter million 
bales is likely to bé picked. The mathe- 
matical problem which remaing is to add 
such a yield to the 2,600,000-bales 
“carry-over” estimated last August, 
and then calculate how supply and de- 





mand would be adjusted if the “12,278,000 








“spinnérs’ takings’’ of the past cotton 
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season were to be duplicated. Thus far 
in the seagon, such takings have as a 
whole been actually larger than in 1922, 
and stocks at home and féreign dis- 
tributing points aré unusually low. 
This cannét continue long without in- 
fiuencing the cotton situation decidedly, 
one way or the other. The alfernative, 
not yet clearly settled, lies between an 
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‘all-around victory of producers over 
consumers in. the matter of pricés, and 
a decision by the cénsuming world to 
exercise the most drastic economy in 
buying textiles.

Stanis J.. Deery, who descfibed him- 
self at the McMasters & Co. bankruptcy 
investigation’ last Summer ds a “‘broker’s 
hockshop,’’ admitted yesterday at the 
bankruptcy investigation, of S. 8. Rus- 
kay &'Co: that within ten weeks of the 
failure ofthat brokerage firm for $10.- 
000,000, in the: Spring of 1922, he sold 
$4,878,000. worth of securities for Ruskay 
& Co. 

His testimony came about through 
the statement of Herman J. Hayes, an 
accountant, to Federal Referee Harold 
J. Coffin’ that the securities were the 
property of customers of the firm and 
were sold almost immediately after be- 
ing received by Ruskdy & Co. in the 
period from Nov. 22, 1921, to Jan. 31, 
1922. 

The. accountant added that at the 


y | 8ame time Ruskay & Co. made insignifi- 


cant purchases of securities from Deery, 
but Referee Coffin rked that these 
transactions evidently were for the pur- 
pose of quieting cuckouners of the firm 
who demanded them. The firm ap- 
peared to: have indulged in such prac- 
tices with other brokers whom they had 
used in unloading their customers’ se- 
curities on the market when Ruskay & 
Co. was about: to crash, he added. 
Hayes also informed Referee . Coffin 
that examination of the Ruskay books 
revealed that the customers’ securities

in the Stock Exchange and that inves 
tigation of. the books of two other brok- 
erage firms, — Smith & Loewi

WON HIS FIRST DEBATE 


His Sister, Mrs. Robinson, Recalls 
Victory Whea, at 22, He Defined 
Americanism as Patriotism. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—The circumstances 
ot the. forensic. victory. of . Theodore 
Roosevelt when, as a 22-year-old first 
termer in the New. York Aesembly, he 
carried the day in. a-public: debate be- 
fore the’ Nineteenth Century Club In 
New York City against one of the most 
famous publicists of the day, were re- 
vealed here by the former President's 
sister, Mrs. Corinne Roosevelt Robinson. 

Speaking before the Womiah’s Roose- 


| velt. Republican Club here, Mrs. Robin- 


son told of the attempt of a great New 
York editor to banter “Young Roosevelt, 
reformer of the Assembly,” by engaging 
him in a club debate against’a famous 
publisher, renowned for his argumenta- 
tive bent. 

Invited to select his own theme, the 
young Assemblyman launched: enthusi- 
astically upon’an exposition of Ameri- 
canism, -which-he defined as “unstinted 
activity for the national welfare.” 


Faint -applause was accorded the 
youth’s arguments, and as the famous 
editor arose to begin hie fifteen-minute 
rebuttal to Roosevelt’s half-hour argu-
